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She source of this information is Dr* Murad FEBXD, Refe- 
rent SO under Mil Amt D. PERID is considered a very reliable 
source of information. He has been truthful concerning all things 
which we have been able to oheck from this end against our own 
information and that of the CX War Room. Hie memory is excellent 
atm* his contact with the personnel concerned has been of a perw 
sonal nature. 

I 1 . Sonderftihrer Dr. WAGNER alias Dr. WENDELL ie a man of 

I very high oalibre. gifted with a true scientific mind, possessing 
l an extensive knowledge of history, geography and polities, and 
\ devoted to his work In Abwehr II. Originally Dr. WAGNER dealt 
I with the Breton and the Flemish (de CLERQ) questions. Whan the 
! Western Front was eliminated in 1940 , W AGNER was transferred to 
i Abwehr gruppe II SO. Late in 1944 WAGSNR was again re-assigned, 
this time to the Leltstelle West under Hauptmann HELMERS, and it 
was at this point that he dumped a great amount of scientific, 
statistical and geographical notes o£ the Middle East into the 
lap of the Referent SO (DR. PERID) . At the same he also informed 
FEE ID about his Mohammedan projects and contacts i Indian Resis- 
tance Movement (Subha Chandra BOSE, W/T Station "MARY”, Indian 
Legion), and WAGNER • s long range plans for one Abdul GHANI. 

2. Resistance Movement 

While WAGNER was with the SO Gruppe(Ref SON or MO), 
hie job was that of a liaison officer to the Indian Resistance 
Movement under the leadership of Subhas Chandra BOSE. Plans were 
laid for the organisation of an Indian Legion to oombat openly 
and secretly to sabotage the British war effort against the Japa- 
nese in the Far East. WAGNER was not allowed to go through with 
the aotual organisation of this proposed legion. That step was to 
be taken by the AHA (Allgemeines HeereBaat). This was according 
to the regular German prooedu re in such oases before the Abwehr 
organised its field representatives, the FAEs. At this time all 
the mors secret activities were transferred from the Abwehr to 
other bodies of the General Staff. 

It was through the "good offioes" of Subhas C. BOSE 
that Dr. WAGNER managed to establish a German W/T station "MARY" 
somewhere in the northern mountainous region of India. The precise 
looation of this station was known to a very few people; what was 
known generally among the Abwehr II personnel was that such a 
station was established in India, that it maintained regular 
schedules with Stalmedorf or Belzig, that thisstation had been 
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the means o f outside communication for all elements of the Indian 
Resistance Movement, that Russian agents in India had traced and 
. managed to control the outgoing messages of the W/T German V-Leute 
there, hut that at flxet the German General Staff received quick 
find correct information on the disposition of the British troops 
in India* 

% Dr* WAGKER 1 s contact with Abdul OHANI t 

Dr. WAGNER maintained & close, semi-personal oon- 
taot with an Afghanese, one Abdul GHAHI. GHAHI comes from a weal- 
thy and politically important Kabul family. Thie family had been 
put out of office and lost its Influence some years before the 
war* Some member e of the family had lost their lives and some, 
like the young Abdul, emigrated to other oountriee. Young Abdul 
GHAHI came to Germany a number of years before the beginning of 
the war* Young, intelligent, and anxious to "correct the injustice 
done to his family 11 , he formed a plan of his own* He chose Ger- 
many ae the place of hie exile because Germany was the opponent 
of British policies in the Middle and Par Bast, and the British 
had a "working agreement" with the rulere of Afghanistan whom 
GHAHI wanted to eliminate* In Germany GHAHI joined the Wehrsaoht 
to receive military training (he trained with artillery, Infantry, 
an armoured division, etc*)* In 1944 he met Dr* WAGKER. WAGH2R 
promptly assigned a signals man to give a thorough W/P training 
to GHAHI and began to lay long range plans for the use of hi a 
protege within the framework of the GIS • When WAGNER was trans- 
ferred to the Xeitstelle West (Autumn 1944), GHAHI 1 e official con- 
tact remained with the SO service (Mil D, Ref SO)* When the Ger- 
man military situation became grave, those in control of Mil D 
activity (first Major NAtJHAHN and later MAjo£ LOOS) wanted to drop 
all the long range contacts and projects, and the Referent SO, 

Dr. PERIL, was instructed to break off oontact with Abdul GHAHI* 
GHAHI, at that time, was in the Tyrol where he established a pri- 
vate amateur transmitting station (as part of hiB W/T training) 
and started to broadcast to Belzlg Abwehr station BTJRG. In this 
way he was interfering with the BURG traffic, and sinoe his of- 
ficial position was not known to anyone outside of WAGNER and the 
Mil D personnel, hie station was D-Ped and GHAHI was thrown into 
jail in KitzbUhl. A W/T message had to be sent from Mil D (at the 
time located at Bad Bister, Silesia) to release GHAHI* FBRID could 
not oontact GHAHI personally in order to terminate his association 
with the GIS without hurting GHAHI* s "oriental feelings" and? con- 
sequently, GHAHI was never informed of either HAUMAHN*b or LOOS 1 
deolsion concerning him* Getting tired of inactivity, GHAHI started 
to collect all necessary papers, ration tickets, letters of reco- 
mmendation, etc., in order to transfer hia activity from collap- 
sing Germany to some where else* The last thing heard about this 
whole affair was a letter from GHAHI to FEKID. It was posted in , 
Kitzbtihl and received at Bad Elater. In the letter GHANI complained 
bitterly about the prolonged run-around he was getting from the 
GIS. 

4. All thie information will be incorporated in the 
final fft$erfrogation report on Oberleutnant Dr. Murad FERID, but 
it is felt that the activity of Dr. WAGNER and the person of Abdul 
GHAHI are interesting and important enough to receive prompt oon- 



sideration and thorough study. 

5. If an immediate concentrated action in this natter 
1 b deemed advisable, the following points should be taken into 
consideration! 

a. that it ia not known at this end whether any of 
the personnel concerned is already In our hand a j 

b* that no additional information about any of the 
people mentioned is available here at the present 

c. that the last known whereabouts of Abdul GHUJI 
at Kitzbtthl is now in FrenoJwo coupled Tyrol* 
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
